‘Oil Cracking’ Case 
Awaits Decision of 


Chicago, May 21.—The “oil 
cracking” case, involving’ the 
Standard Oil Company of Indi- 
ana, the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey and some eighty other 
oil refiners in a dispute over pro- 
cess patent rights, now rests with 
Judges Evan A. Evans, George T. 
Page and A. B. Anderson of the 
United States Circuit Court here. 

Arguments were closed late in the 
week, and as soon as a substitute 
brief on one point has been sub- 
mitted by the defense and a counter 
brief been submitted by the govern- 
ment, the matter will be taken un- 
der advisement. 

One of the important points at 
issue is concerned with the right of 
owners of patents to enter into 
cross-licensing agreements and to 
impose certain restrictions on li- 
censees. 

The Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, original owner of the Burton 
process patent for cracking oils, the 
first feasible method of producing 
gasoline by this means, stipulated in 
licensing refiners to use the process 
that the gasoline produced could not 
be sold in Standard of Indiana ter- 
ritory. The contract also specified 
that Standard of Indiana could pur- 
chase a certain proportion of the 
gasoline produced under the patent 
if it so desired.

on a WASH., May 21.— 
The first four months of the 
year in Washington indicates that 
new car sales are about 15 per 
cent. behind the totals of 1927.

April sales, this year, were 4,001, 
while in 1927 the April total was

second, with 320. Ford moved into 
third place, with 295. Whippet was

T LAST a bold iconoclast has voiced the need of the age 
tail lights for pedestrians. An English woman, 
rejoicing in the not uncommon cognomen of Brown, has in- 
Vented a belt w hich, embodies an electric battery and a red 
light casting its beams to the rear, to warn the lordly motor- 
ist that a humbler user of the highway is before him. The 
London Daily Telegraph warmly advocates the use of this 
device by all pedestrians who are compelled to use the roads 
after darkness. 

Back of any facetious suggestion there a vein of 
sober common sense in this proposal. Undoubtedly many 
pedestrians are killed on dark country roads simply because 
approaching motorists have not seen them. There is a dead 
spot in every head light, and, given certain conditions, it is 
impossible to see-objects ahead of the car when they are in 
certain locations as regards the driver. It is a question 
whether the idea of having pedestrians wear rear lights 
could be “put across” in this country, because of its inevitably 
humorous suggestion. However, in a few years more, at 
the present rate of increase of motor vehicles, pedestrians 
will be wearing both number plates and tail lights.

It is a notable fact that the British figure for traffic 
deaths should reach such a figure as 5,329, when our own 
total of highway fatalities for 1927 was about 27,000. Eng- 
Jand has not a tenth of the number of motor vehicles oper- 
ating on her highways that we have, yet her death toll is 
20 per cent. of our own. Either British conditions are 
worse than those existing on our own highway, or the 


pedestrian public has had less chance to accommodate itself 
to the new traffic conditions and consequently falls victim 
to motor dangers more readily than our own experienced 
population of dodgers.

HEN the 
business began cars 
sent out from the fac- 
without accessories, 
bumpers and head- 
lights. An automobile in 
those days was little more 
than a body and a motor. 
Naturally the buyer had to have 
accessories and the accessory line 
became a serious competitor of the 
motor industry itself. The profits 
were large enough to inspire the 
envy of the manufacturing mag- 
nates. It was then that our com- 
pany went into the automotive line 
selling bumpers. headlights, clocks 
speedometers. etc.

But the manufacturers eventually | 


took over the accessory trades to 
themselves, making . their cars so 
that only special accessories would 
fit and providing them at the fac- 
tory. 

By this time the replacement part 
business was growing. So today the 
accessory business is of little im- 
portance in the automobile trade, 
the manufacturer sends his product 


out complete, almost to the cigar) 


lighter. 

The replacement part and re- 
pair shop equipment line is now 
the most important branch of ex- 
tra-manufacturing activity. We 
have followed this trend of the 
industry with a great deal of en- 
ergy and forethought. It was a 
pioneer in supplying the garage 
and repair shop with the equip- 
ment necessary to its business. 
Today we keep a supply of every 

part on call, from the standard au- 
tomobiles, pistons, pins, rings, every 
part from the smallest to the larg- 
est.

BENDEX DRIVE DEBUT 

HE Bendix drive, now univer- 

sally employed on all motor 
vehicle, made its initial appear- 
ance in Nevember, 1913, when 
Vincent Bendix showed the device 
te E. J. Dunn, president of the 
Eclipse Machine Company, at a 
show in Chicago. Mr. Dunn closed 
for the exclusive rights to the de- 
vice. The drive was first formally 
displayed at the New York shew 
in 1914, and as the Bendix. 








FINDING PLACE FOR SPARES 

The Locomobile Company of 
America is credited as being the first 
car maker to place the spare tired 
at the rear of the chassis. Thig 
was in 1911. 

CAR EQUIPMENT IN 1904 

Speaking of car equipment, an 
old catalogue of the Lecomobile, 
dated 1904, shows that the general 
equipment consisted ef two brass 
finished acetylene headlights, twe 
brass side oil lamps, rear signal 
lamp (oil), brass horn with flex- 
ible brass tubing, jack, two rubber 
storm aprons, five lamp sterm 
covers, heavy tarpaulin protecting 
machinery underneath. The tool 
equipment comprised an atomizer, 
wrench for union nuts, six set 
wrenches for hexagonal nuts, two 
socket wrenches fer belts and 
nuts, one monkey wrench, ene 
Stillson wrench, secket wrench fer 
removing spark plugs, hub cap 
wrench, one six-inch cembinatien 
pliers, two screw drivers, exhaa.' 
valve lifting tool, ene oil can with 
long spout, tire pump, tire repair 
kit and tire teols. And this was 
in 1904!
